HEAVY IMrOttTATION. 


Neat cattle furnish hides for more than half 


tho world's leather. Next to them como goats 
and after them tho East Indian buffalo and 
the sheep. Horso hides are inconsiderable in 
amount and of low value. Pigskin used for 
saddles is in limited demand and supply. 
Dogskin and ratskin for gloves aro mere items 
of account, not at all equal to the kangaroo 
skin, which has quite superseded some grades 
of calf, while deer hides furnish glovoleather, 
as well as that for a variety of other noeds. 


In 1880 New York imported from all sources 


about $7,500,000 worth of leather. Iu 1880 
the amount fell to a littlo over $0,000,000 
The homo supply of hides is far below tho de- 
mand in spite of all the cattle upon our 10,000 
western hills, not to mention tho plains of 
Texas or the ranches of Now Mexico. Mexico 
herself sends us many hides, both of steer 
and goat. Indued, sho ranks next to South 
America, from whence come two-thirds <of 
our importations. 


The., heaviest, consequently tho best, ox 


hides como from Buenos Ayros. They weigh 
over twenty pounds each and fetch sixteen 
cents per pound. Big fortunes have come out 
of making "flint" hides—that is, purchasing 
the hides from the plainsmen, soaking them 
for weeks in saturated salt water, then dye- 
Ing and selling them. Tho advance iu price 
is nominal, but each hide takes up ten pounds 
or so of salt, and this yields a big profit bo- 
siiles cost and carriage. Now Orleans is the 
main seat of tho business in North America, 
ns it is also tho entrepot for hides of all sorts. 
The twenty pound ox hides all go to sole 
leather. Cow skins and thoso from young 
cattle furnish the kip skins of commerce, and 
the hides of animals a year old or under all 
the several dozen varieties of calfskin. 


Fur cheap worl:, both kip and calf aro often 


split-that is, divided by machinery into two 
sheets, each by courtesy called leather. 
It

Then thoy are soaked in lime water four days, 
milled for six hours to free them from loosened 
hair, then washed clean and left for four days 
to sweat.

More chemicals, too, ar 
used iu tanning it, and, when finished, mu' 
of it is blacked ready for the boot or sho 
maker. As much of the best sole leather goo 
to the maker of leather belting, so the flues 
of kip goes to the harness and saddle makers 
who also use a good bit of flno russet calf. 


Nearly all of the finest calfskin is importec 


from France 
It is, and will likely remain 


the favorite for men's shoes, though kangaroc 
leather runs it closely. 
Indeed, so populai 


has that become that Australian govfrn 
nionts, which began by offering bounties for 
kangaroo scalps, have now decreed a close sea 
sou, six months long each year, to proven 
tho extermination of the queer animal. Its 
skin comes hither via London and Calcutta 
and furnishes a leather pleasant enough to 
the foot, but liable to stretch out of all shape 
if wet, and not very carefully dried. 


Goatskins, whence coine kid and morocco 


leather, aro sent to us from Southern Eu- 
rope, Mexico and South America. 
The very 


best are shipped from Brazil or C'uracoa. 
Formerly they were tunned with sumac; now 
tho alum process is mainly used. Each of the 
big factoriss, however, has its own formula 
and guards it jealously, as tho corner stone 
of success. It is known, though, that, after 
tanning, the skins are beaten in a bath of 
yelk of egg; also that albumen is largely 
used in some stages. Glazed kid, not so long 
ago under ban of fashion, is now the height 
of style. "Pebble" surfaces are produced by 
machinery, and are given only to tho heavier 
grades of stuff.—M. C. Williams in Chicago 
luter-Ocean.

Julian calendar counted 11J mlnutea too 
much In a year. In a century this 
amounted to throe-quarters of a day. 
The Julian method of reckoning time 
was adopted 40 B. C. At tho discovery 
of America the dates wore 8f days bo- 
fcuid. In course of time thta would 
knock Christmas, Thanksgiving and 
even Fourth of July all out of kelter. 


Tho calendar was ton days behind at 


tho time of Popo Gregory. In 1582 he 
rectified it by simply adding out of his 
supreme authority ten days to tho cal- 
endar, making Dec. 15 Doc. 23. What- 
ever popes said went In those days, and 
all tho countries of Christendom grad- 
ually adopted tho Gregorian or correct 
calendar, except tho Greek church coun- 
tries, Russia and Greece. 
These still 


reckon time by tho Julian method, and 
nro now consequently twelve days be- 
hin>l tho true time, 


All other important dates and birth- 


da} H have been changed to suit tho now 
stylo. This must bo also. Tho true 
Columbus day is Oct. 21. 


Our Stnto Legislatures. 


"U'o learn in a paper by Mr. Albert 


Sh.-nv, In Tho Contemporary Iloview, all 
about our American state legislatures. 
We learn that in a legislative session of 
twenty-four months in our states no 
fewer than 23,000 laws arc passed. 


In tho curly days of tlio republic, Mr. 


Shaw tells us, the Americans had no 
grc:it faith in written constitutions, and 
so left mostly everything to their legis- 
latu res. Tho result was an era of wildly 
extravagant legislation. States were 
plunged into swamps of debt and had 
irapuscd on them no end of cranky, 
senseless laws. Then tho people roso in 
their majesty and swept awny much of 
this unrestricted legislative power. They 
put into their state constitution just 
what a legislature might and might not 
do, thus protecting themselves from the 
rapacity and folly of their own law- 
makers. From having almost nothing 
In tho state constitution, tho tendency is 
now to put almost everything into it. 
Our stato constitutions arc becoming 
more and more legislative.

The Boston Executive Business associ- 


ation have recommended to that city tho 
adopt ion of tho single tax system. They 
recommend that taxes bo assessed on 
real estate alono for city revenues. For 
state revenues they suggest tho taxation 
of inheritances anil legacies. It is their 
judgment that an income tax would also 
be ad vantagoous.

We cannot tell what awful suggestions 
strange things offer to their minds. For 
aught we can tell, a sheet of white paper in 
tho rood may seem to the nervous horse a 
yawning chasm; the open front of a baby 
carriage, the jaws of a dragon ready to de- 
vour him, and a man on a bicycle, some ter- 
rifying sort of a flying devil without wings. 
But we find that, the moment he becomes fa- 
miliar witb those things or any other that 
affright him, and knows what they are, he 
grows indifferent to them. 


Thereforo, when your horse shies at any- 


thing, mako him acquainted with it; let him 
smell it, touch it with bis sensitive upper lip 
and look closely at it 
Remember, too, that 


you must familiarize both sides of him with 
the dreaded object. If he only examines it 
with the near nostril and eye he will be very 
likely to scare at it when it appears on his off 
side. So, then, rattle your paper, beat your 
bass drum, flutter your umbrella, run your 
baby carriage and your bicycle, fire your pis- 
tol and clatter your tinware on both sides of 
him and all around him until he comes to re- 
gard tbe noise simply as a nuisance, and the 
material object* as only trivial things liable 
to get hurt if they are in his way. He may 
not learn ell that in one lesson, but continue 
tbe lesson and you will cure all his nervous- 
ness.—KorMman. 


AnU'i Abloit Soldier. 


Nearly forty years ago in South Hunting- 


ton township, Westmoreland county, lived 
John Hinton. Ho was an orphan boy, rudo 
and uneducated, and had wandered there 
froil, tbo neighborhood of Masontown, Fay- 
etto Bounty. With no known relatives, ho 
was kicked from one family to another till 
manhood, enlisting then in the war. At 
it* close ho helped to escort the Chero- 
kees beyond tbe Mississippi From "In- 
dian territory ho went to New Orleans and 
shipped M a common sailor on a vessel bound 
for the East Indies. At tbe Bay of Madras, 
on the western shores of the Bay of Bengal, 
he deserted and enlisted in a British regi- 
ment. He served many years, and during 
the memorable Sepoy rebellion was noted for 
his daring bravery. At his discharge be was 
presented with a gold medal by the governor 
general himself. 


Ho is next heard of traveling in a caravan 


from Delhi westward across the lad us river 
through Afghanistan and Persia,, to Turkey 
and back. In time from trading he became 
immensely wealthy and was the owner of five 
caravans, containing 13,000 horses and camels 
and, fifty elephants. In 1873 he visited Cabul 
tbo capital of Afghanistan, for copper, greal 
quantities of which are there mined one 
smelted. His magnificent retinue attractec 
the attoatlou of the ameer and he was invitet 
to an audience, an honor never before re- 
ceived by a Christian. A present of 100 o: 
his best horses and a three-tusked elephau 
made the ameer his eternal friend, When 
yearly it was followed by similar presents 
besides camels and merchandise, John Hinton 
gained tbe monopoly of trade from the sum 
mit of the Hindoo Koosb mountains to the 
confines of the Belloochistan, and in n 
power Is second only to the ameer himself. 


About 1880 ho was made military com- 


mander of tha district of Herat, and in ISStl 
suppressed a local rebellion to the great satis- 
faction of his sovereign. Trained in the arts 
of war among tbe savages of North America 
and among tbe superstitious natives of India 
where he became thoroughly familiar with 
British soldiers and their resources, together 
with bis years of service as the idolized com 
mander of the Mohammedan tribes to tens of 
thousands half-civilized men, be is today the 
ablest soldier in Asia.—Somerset County (Pa.i 
Democrat 


Tanning an Elephant's Hide. 


It weighed about 1,300 pounds and was 


about an inch and a third thick. After be- 
ing put in a reservoir of pure water to green 
It, it was beaten for one hour every day with 
an iron on a large anvil. After being ten 
days in pure water it was left for another 
ten days in water witb about 4 per cent, of 
salt. Then it was replaced in pure water 
again for twenty days. During those forty 
days it was constantly in soak. 


The head and feet, weighing about SCO 


pounds, were then removed and the skin 
hung on spikes in tho drying room. After 
hanging one day it was put in a vat contain' 
ing potash and a small quantity of sulphur o! 
sodium in the following proportions: Water 
1,000 
parts; slacked lime, 35 parts; potash,! 


parts; sulphur of sodium, 2 parts. After be- 
ing two days in this bath It was rinsed In 
puro water of a temperature of 20 deg., when 
it was again placed in the drying room, 
After this double operation was repeated 
three times the skin was ready to have the 
hair taken off. 
This operation occupied abou' 


ono day's time and gave about seventy-five 
pounds of hair. Another day was spent in 
cleaning and scraping. By this timo it los' 
80 per cent, of Its weight. The operation ol 
its preparation lasted two months and it wen' 
through the same course as cowhide, with the 
difference that each phase of the work took 
three times as much time. The skin shouli 
bo stretched In the pit aud placed in the mid 
die of cowhides. Six layers of powder are 
then thrown in; two first, two second, and 
two third layers. Altogether the tanning 
tokos three years. Tbe partition of time ii 
thus: Becoming green, 40 days; worked, 1( 
days; preparation, 50; repetition, GO days 
first pit (double), 200 days; second pit (double) 
800 days; third pit (double), 400 days.—St 
Jamos Gazette. 


Largo Shipment of Birds. 


Mr. Emile Scheucrman shipped at one time 


nearly 3,000 birds of seve. 
different varie- 


ties to New York, from which place they 
will be exported to Europe. The shipment 
yesterday comprised sea pigeons and several 
varieties of terns, varying in size, the largest 
being about the size of a common pigeon and 
the smallest about as largo as a martin. The 
prevailing colors of these birds are white 
and pearl in light and dark shades, the points 
of the wings and tails being tipped with 
black. These birds ore killed on Sand and 
Pettibois islands, where they are partly pre- 
pared by seven girls employed by Mr. Soheuer- 
man. They are then shipped to this city 
and the finishing touches are put on accord- 
ing to the most approved methods known to 
the taxidermists, by Mr. Scheuerman and 
his assistant, Mrs. Nannie Campbell. 


Tho birds are prepared whole, retaining all 


tho beauty of the plumage. These birds ara 
for use in the milliner's art, being used to 
adorn the hats aud bonnets of fashionable 
ladies. Some ore dyed, while other sore used 
in their natural plumage. 


In response to questions, Mr. Scheuerman 


said he had been engaged in this business for 
nearly two years, with much success. There 
aro only two other persons engaged in the 
business in tho south, one having headquar- 
ters at New Orleans and the other at Charles- 
ton. 
Ho learned taxidermy from a gentle- 


man who had formerly been connected witb 
the Smithsonian Institute. The business of 
mounting birds for sale was not a success. 
He had mounted a great many, but there is 
no sale for them. Since the 1st of June he 
has shipped 10,000 birds to New York, and 
there is a good demand for them,—Mobile 
Register. 


Tho American Climate. 


At the opening of the British association's 


geographical section President do Wlnton 
pointed out that "the effect of climate upon 
race is somewhat remarkably illustrated by 
the physique and nerve power of the present 
race of Americans." Two centuries ago they 
were the same race as the English, but now 
the contrast Is marked. Our climate, ac- 
cording to the eminent geographer, has given 
Americans "an individual stamp," and has 
made a perceptible difference in the outward 
semblance even in this short space of time. 
This interesting note of tbe pronounced ef- 
fect of climate on race deserved more prac- 
tical elaboration than Col. de Winton had 
time to give it. Great Britain has on insular 
climate witb a low barometer, which is re- 
laxing to the human frame. It bos been 
well said that in a neavy atmosphere the ele- 
phant would become a comparatively active 
animal, while in rarefied air he would become 
dull and heavy. In America atmospheric 
pressure avnrages higher than in England. 
The climate is continental, with more of ex- 
hilarating sunlight and more of the element 
of cold, which, within certain limits, is ad- 
judged by all physiologists to be a powerful 
tonic and a therapeutic agent of much value.

But, on the 
whole, the Anglo-Saxon race has not suffered 
t>y the transfer from an insular to a conti- 
nental climata.—New York Herald.

No doubt inclination and inborn 
acuity may do much to create to interest, 
jut the most enthusiastic learner will some- 
tunes, notwithstanding, rebel against tbe ex- 
actions of musical cram.

;rain of truth in this observation. The limit

A Queer Clear Lighter. 


The Rookery cigar store recently became 


the possessor of quite a curiosity in the way 
of a cigar lighter. It is a contrivance in- 
vented by an old German professor named 
Eoeberein, at Jena, a small German town, in 
1810. It is hardly possible the professor in- 
tended bis invention for a cigar lighter, but 
it seems to be better adapted for that purpose 
than for anything else. In appearance this 
machine is a two quart glass jar having a top 
cap of bra&s, in the center of which is a valvo 
opened by pressing down on a lever, and op- 
posite and about un inch from the opening is 
a small tube containing a platinum plate 
about the size of a nickel. 


In the jar is a mixture of vitriol and water, 


and pendent from the top by a brass wire is 
a small piece of zinc. This zinc is so acted on 
by the vitriol that it extracts tho hydrogen 
from tbe water and forms a gas. Pressing 
tho lever permits this gas to escape, and its 
force carries it to the platinum plate, excit- 
ing it at once to intense heat, and the heat 
thus generated ignites the gas, and thus a 
flame (a veritable gas Jet) is created. What 
use the old professor intended to put this con- 
trivance to is hard now to conjecture, but it 
is a remarkable fact that the machine was 
invented so long ago and yet has remained in 
obscurity. Tho little engine created con- 
siderable talk among the electricians of Chi- 
cago, many of whom examined it—Chicago 
Herald.

A Cool Oxlental Palace. 


Ptiretlere lias given a description of a won- 


derful palar« erected for the exclusive benefit 
of the king of Siam and the royal household, 
and which is ona of their summer residences. 
The tables, chairs, olosets, etc., are all com- 
posed of a remarkable geological product, 
lear as ice. The walls, ceiling and floors are 
of the same material, In blocks about a foot 
square. The building is round, and at tho 
lieight of eighteen feet arches from all sides, 
forming a dome shaped roof, much resemb- 
ling the Esquimaux hut. The arch shaped 
plan upon which it is constructed enables it 
to withstand enormous pressure. Each joint 


' cemented with a mixture which tbe most 
subtle liquid could not penetrate. There is 
:>ut one door, which shuts BO closely that it 
is as impenetrable as the rest of tbe singular 
structure. It was constructed by a Chinese 
engineer as a certain remedy against the in- 
supportable heat of tbe climate. 


The building is 28 feet in diameter, and is 


placed in the midst of a great basin, pared 
aud ornamented with marbles of various 
colors. It is so arranged that this basin can 
be filled with the coldest of water to such a 
depth as to entirely cover the building, all 
except the dome, which is 41 feet high and 
made of iron and covered with hammered 
brass. 


When the potentate and his royal family 


enter the pavilion the door is closed tightly 
against cement covered strips; the sluices 
are opened and tbe great basin Is filled, so 
that the building is entirely covered with 
water except the dome, oa above mentioned, 
that being left uncovered for the beat*8t of 
respiration. Nothing could be more charm- 
Ing than the agreeable coolness of this re- 
markable place, while the heat dances on the 
water above its occupants. — Exchange.
